Oklahoma City, June 27.—“I shall 
appoint the state capital commission 
Tuesday or W ednesday,” said Gov. C. 
N. Haskell Monday night, when ask­ 
ed as to his probable appointments 
of the men who will have charge of 
the capital to be erected in Oklahoma 
City. The ch icf"' ox coutivc refused ■ to 
say wrho he would appoint but it is 
generally and 
authentically 
under­ 
stood A h a t the commission will be 
composed of Judge J. B. A. Robert­ 
son, of Chandler, Tate Brady of Tul­ 
sa, and Judge J. T. Dickerson of 
Chickasha. 
Judge Dickerson was in Oklahoma 
City last Friday in conference with 
the governor and Judge Robertson 
and Mr. Brady are in Oklahoma City 
now, m aking final arrangem ents to 
move here. 
Probable Commissioners. 
Judge Robertson was formerly dis- \ can 
built, 
trict judge in eastern Oklahoma, and 
was a candidate for governor, with­ 
drawing last week. He Is one of the 
leading law yers of the state, and a 
substantial business man. 
Mr. Brady, of Tulsa, is present na- 


jurists and politicians in the south­ 
west. 
All three men are highly fitted for 
the positions for which they may be 
chosen, and Oklahoma should have 
the best state capitol building in the 
land. 
Just as soon as the commission is 
officially announced It will take up 
its work immediately. The site will 
first be selected, then surveyed and 
the lots sold. 
It is the intention of Governor Has. 
kell and the commission to use as 
much Oklahoma material in the con­ 
struction of the capital as possible. 
A great deal of granite from Granite, 
Okla., will be used. Home labor will 
be given preference. 
Work Fast. 
The commission will work as fast 
as possible, and it is the opinion of 
the 
best informed 
men 
concerning 
building of the capital that it will be 
completed ready for occupancy with­ 
in two years. 
“I doubt whether $1,500,000 will 
erect as good a capital as Oklahoma 
should have,” said one enthusiastic 
capital man Monday. 
The capital of Texas cost $3,000,000 
and Kansas about $2,000,000 and oth­ 
er states in accordance.

Defiant to the Last. 
Fanatically defiant even while the 
shadows of death closed around him 
and volley after volley from the new 
Springfield rifles of two state militia 
companies made a sieve of the walls 
of his humble cottage. W. H. Bost­ 
wick, the white desperado who ob- 
s< rved his last Sabbath by the m ur­ 
der of three officers of the law and 
the serious wounding of three others, 
paid the penalty of death shortly aft­ 
er 5 o’clock this morning. He suc­

to

received 
from volleys fired into the building 
£»ovi%- lr* tho mVht Viv 9 mob if in- 
militia, which began an attack after 
4 o'clock this morning. 
Heroic Work of Sheriff. 
Almost at the same moment Sheriff 
J. P. Mclnnis of Irwin county, who 
was wounded yesterday while making 
a desperate 
attem pt 
to 
remove 
a 
wounded fellow-officer from the range 
of Bostwick’s deadly fire, expired. 
James Gill, another officer was add­ 
ed to the list of wounded (luring the 
early morning fusillade, but it is be­ 
lieved he will recover. 
Surrounded by his six little chil­ 
dren whom he held prisoners almost 
to the end of the siege, Bostwick, 
who had declared the intention of 
dying rather than submit to arrest on 
the charge of attempting to m urder 
his brother-in-law because of a dis­ 
pute growing out of the settlem ent 
of his wife’s estate, fought the bat­ 
tle to the last ditch, and not once 
did a word or sign of surrender pass 
his lips or appear in the expression 
of his determined features. 
Knowing that death was near, the 
desperate man finally permitted the 
fear-stricken children to leave 
the 
house, but the children, remembering 
the harrowing experiences 
of 
the 
night, still held their father in such 
fear that they would not reveal one 
incident of the night even after they 
were under the protection of the mil­ 
itary officers. 
The battle of last night was one 
of the bloodiest and most pictures­ 
que in the history of the state. 
Battle Begun Sunday Morning. 
The affair began Sunday when an 
officer went to arrest Bostwick. He 
stood off the officer 
and 
said 
he 
would not ever be taken alive. At 2 
o’clock Sunday afternoon Sheriff Mc­ 
lnnis and a posse went after him. 
As the officers approached the house 
Bostwick opened fire. Chief of Po­ 
lice Davis and Deputy Sheriff Shef­ 
field dropped dead and Sheriff Mc­ 
lnnis and two other deputies fell, 
badly wounded. 
A new posse was formed and an­ 
other attack made, but the men learn­ 
ed that Bostwick had abundant arm s 
and ammunition and appealed to the 
governor for troops. Gov. Brown and 
Adjt. Gen. Scott ordered two compa­ 
nies to Oscilla. The Fitzgerald guards 
were the first military company to 
appear on the scene. 
Soldiers Fire Volley. 
Bostwick still refused to surrend­ 
er or to permit the children to leave 
the house and Capt. Delang ordered 
his men to fire a volley into the roof 
of the cottage, following which an­ 
other demand for surrender and re­ 
lease of the children was made on 
Bostwick, who replied with a shot 


from one of the three weapons with 
which he was armed. Then came an­ 
other volley from the soldiery, which 
caused Bostwick to ask that the lives 
of the children be not endangered. 
Children Run from House. 
The children were finally induced 
to run from the house and the cross 
fire between the besieged man and 
the soldiers continued at intervals 
until the arrival of another company 
of troops. 
A rush upon the building was then 
made from all directions. The doors 
were broken open and Bostwick was 
found upon the floor dying. 
Immediately 
following 
Bostwick’s 
death a Coroner’s jury was impaneled 
to investigate the tragedy. The ver­ 
dict was that Bostwick killed him­ 
self in order to prevent being cap­ 
tured. W hether he died from* self-in­ 
flicted wounds or received the wounds 
during the night may never be known.

Oklahoma City, June 27.—"I shall 


appoint the state capital commission 
Tuesday or Wednesday," said Gov. C. 
N. Haskell Monday night, when ask- 
ed as to his probable 
appointments 


of the men -who will have charge of 
the capital to be erected in Oklahoma 
City. The chief executive refused to 
eay who he would appoint but it is 
generally and 
authentically 
under- 


stood Ahat the commission 
will be 


composed of Judge J. B. A. Robert- 
son, of Chandler, Tate Brady of Tul- 
sa, and Judge J. T. Dickerson of 
Chickasha. 


Judge Dickerson was in Oklahoma 


City last Friday In conference with 
the governor and Judge Robertson 
and Mr. Brady are in Oklahoma City 
now, making final arrangements 
to 


move here. 


Probable Commissioners. 
| 


Judge Robertson was formerly dis- , 


trict judge in eastern Oklahoma, and 
w'as a candidate for governor, with- 
drawing last week. He is one of the 
leading lawyers oE the state, and a 
substantial business man. 


Mr. Brady, of Tulsa, is present na- 


tional oommi'tteeman. .He has been ac- 
tive in democratic politics for a num- 
ber of years a,nd a friend to Gover- 
nor Haskell.

completed ready for occupancy with- 
in two years. 


"I doubt whether $1,500,000 will 


erect as good a capital as Oklahoma 
should have," said one enthusiastic 
capital man Monday. 


The capital of Texas cost $3,000,000 


and Kansas about ?2,000,000 and oth- 
er states, in accordance. Several of 
the states have spent as much as $4,- 
000,000 for their statehouse.

Defiant to the Last. 


Fanatically defiant even while the 


sha'dows of death closed around him 
and volley after volley from the new 
Springfield rifles of two state militia 
companies made a sieve of the walls 
of his humble cottage. W. H. Bost- 
wick, the white desperado who ob- 
served his last Sabbath by the mur- 
der of three officers of the law and 
the serious wounding of three others, 
paid the penalty of death shortly aft- 
er 5 o'clock this morning. He suc- 
cumbed to many wounds received 
from volleys flred into the building

Heroic Work of Sheriff. 


Almost at thp same moment Sheriff 


J. P. Mclnnis of Irwin county, who 
was wounded yesterday while making 
a desperate 
attempt 
to 
remove a 


wounded fellow-officer from the range 
of Bostwick's deadly flre, expired. 


James Gill, another officer was add- 


ed to the list of wounded during the 
early morning fusillade, but it is be- 
lieved he will recover. 


Surrounded by his six little chil- 


dren whom he held prisoners almost 
to the end of tht siege, Bostwick, 
who had declared the intention of 
dying rather than submit to arrest on 
the charge of attempting to murder 
his brother-in-law because of a dis- 
pute growing out of the settlement 
o£ his wife's estate, fought the bat- 
tle to the last ditch, and not once 
did a word or sign of surrender pass 
his lips or appear in the expression 
of his determined features. 


Knowing that death was near, the 


desperate man finally permitted the 
fear-stricken 
children to leave the 


house, but the children, ramemoering 
the 'harrowing experiences 
of 
the 


night, still held their father in such 
fear that they would not reveal one 
incident of the night even after they 
were under the protection of the mil- 
itary officers. 


The battle of last night was dne 


of the bloodiest and most pictures- 
que in the history of the state. 


Battle Begun Sunday Morning. 


The affair began Sunday when an 


officer went to arrest Bostwick. He 
stood on" the otflcer 
and 
said 
he 


would not ever be taken alive. At 2 
o'clock Sunday afternoon 'Sheriff Mc- 
lnnis and a posse went after him. 
As the officers approached the house 
Bostwick opened fire. Chief of Po- 
lice Davis and Deputy 'Sheriff Shef- 
field dropped dead and Sheriff Mc- 
lnnis and two other deputies fell, 
badly wounded. 


A new posse was formed and an- 


other attack made, but the men learn- 
ed that Bostwick had abundant arms 
and ammunition and appealed to the 
governor for troops. Gov. Brown and 
Adjt. Gen. Scott ordered two compa- 
nies to Oscilla. The Fitzgerald guards 
were the first military company to 
appear on the scene. 


Soldiers FJre Volley. 


Bostwick still refused to surrend- 


er or to permit the children to leave 
the house and Capt. Delang ordered 
his men to fire a volley into the roof 
of the cottage, following which an- 
other demand for surrender ana re- 
lease of the children was made on 
Bostwick, wh« replied with a shot 


from one of the three weapons with 
which he was armed. Then came an- 
other volley from the soldiery, which 
caused Bostwick to ask that the lives 
of the children be not endangered. 


Children Run from House. 


The children were finally induced 


to run from the house and the cross 
Ire between the besieged man and 
the soldiers continued at intervals 
until the arrival of another company 
of troops. 


A rush upon the building was then 


made from all directions. The doors 
were broken open and Bostwick was 
found upon the floor dying. 


'Immediately following 
Bostwick's 


death a Coroner's jury was impaneled 
to investigate the tragedy. The ver- 
dict was that Bostwick killed him- 
self in order to prevent being cap- 
tured. Whether he died from' self-in- 


cted wounds or received the wounds 


during the night may never be known.

Tuesday or Wednesday," said Gov. C. 
N. Haskell Monday night, when ask- 
ed as to his probable appointments 
of the men -who will have charge of 
the capital to be erected in Oklahoma 
City. The chief executive refused to 
eay who he would appoint but it is 
generally and 
authentically 
under- 


stood.^that the commission will be 
composed of Judge J. B. A. Robert- 
son, of Chandler, Tate Brady of Tul- 
sa, and Judge J. T. Dickerson of 
Chickasha. 


Judge Dickerson was in Oklahoma 


City last Friday In conference with 
the governor and Judge Robertson 
and Mr. Brady are in Oklahoma City 
Bow, making final arrangements to 
move here. 


Probable Commissioners. 


Judge Robertson was formerly dis- 


trict judge in eastern Oklahoma, and 
w'as a candidate for governor, with- 
drawing last week. He is one of the 
leading lawyers of the state, and a 
substantial business man. 


L\Ir. Brady, of Tulsa, is present na- 


tional oommi'tteernan. He has been ac- 
tive in democratic politics for a num- 
ber of years a,nd a friend to Gover- 
nor Haskell. 


judge Dickerson of Chackasha was

mucn Oklahoma material in the con- 
struction of the capital as possible. 
A great deal of granite from Granite, 
Okla., will be used. Home labor will 
be given preference. 


Work Fast. 


The commission will work as fast 


as possible, and it is the opinion of 
the best informed men concerning 
building of the capital that if will be 
completed ready for occupancy with- 
in two years. 


"I doubt whether 
$1,500,000 will 


erect as good a capital as Oklahoma 
should have," said one enthusiastic 
capital man Monday. 


The capital of Texas cost $3,000,000 


and Kansas about ?2,000,000 and oth- 
er states, in accordance. Several of 
the states have spent as much as $4,- 
000,000 for their statehouse.

Heroic Work of Sheriff. 


Almost at the same moment Sheriff 


J. P. Mclnnis o£ Irwin county, who 
was wounded yesterday while making 
a desperate 
attempt 
to 
remove 
a 


wounded fellow-offlcer from the range 
of Bostwick's deadly fire, expired. 


James Gill, another officer was add- 


ed to the list of wounded during the 
early morning fusillade, but it is be- 
lieved he will recover 


Surrounded by his six little chil- 


dren whom he held prisoners almost 
to the end of tht siege, Bostwick, 
who had declared the intention of 
dying rather than submit to arrest on 
the charge of attempting to murder 
his brother-in-law because of a dis- 
pute growing out of the settlement 
o£ his wife's estate, fought the bat- 
tle to the last ditch, and not once 
did a word or sign of surrender pass 
his lips or appear in the expression 
of his determined features. 


Knowing that death was near, the 


desperate man finally permitted the 
fear-stricken 
children 
to leave the 


house, but the children, remembering 
the harrowing experiences 
of 
the 


night, still held their rather in such 
fear that they would not reveal one 
Incident of the night even after they 
were under the protection of the mil- 
itary officers. 


The battle of last night was dne 


of the bloodiest and most pictures- 
que in the history of the state. 


Battle Begun Sunday Morning. 


The affair began Sunday when an 


officer went to arrest Bostwick. He 
stood ofl the otflcer 
and 
said 
he 


would not ever be taken alive. At 2 
o'clock Sunday afternoon Sheriff Mc- 
lnnis and a posse went after him. 
As the officers approached the house 
Bostwick opened fire. Chief of Po- 
lice Davis and Deputy Sheriff Shef- 
field dropped dead and Sheriff Mc- 
lnnis and two other deputies fell, 
badly wounded. 


A new posse was formed and an- 


other attack made, but the men learn- 
id that Bostwick had abundant arms 
and ammunition and appealed to the 
governor for troops. Gov. Brown and 
Adjt. Gen. Scott ordered two compa- 
nies to Oscilla. The Fitzgerald guards 
were the first military company to 
appear on the scene. 


Soldiers FJre Volley. 


Bostwick still refused to surrend- 


er or to permit the children to leave 
the house and Capt. Delang ordered 
his men to fire a volley into the roof 
of the cottage, following which an- 
other demand for surrender and re- 
lease of the children was made on 
Bostwick, who replied with a shot 


from one of the three weapons with 
which he was armed. Then came an- 
other volley from the soldiery, which 
caused Bostwick to ask that the lives 
of the children be not endangered. 


Children Bun from House. 


The children were finally induced 


to run from the house and the cross 
fire between the besieged man and 
the soldiers continued at intervals 
until the arrival of another company 
of troops. 


A rush upon the building was then 


made from all directions. The doors 
were broken open and Bostwick was 
found upon the floor dying. 


'Immediately 
following 
Bostwick's 


death a Coroner's jury was impaneled 
to investigate the tragedy. The ver- 
dict was that Bostwick killed him- 
self in order to prevent being cap- 
tured. Whether he died from' self-in- 
flicted wounds or received the wounds 
during the night may never be known.

THREE LIVES LOST 


ON BURNING STEAMER 


The Escape of the 1500 Passengers 


Regarded as toe Greatest Miracle 


In the Annals of Mississippi 


Narration. 


LaCrosse, 'Wls , 
June 
2K,.—Three 


persons lost their lives and almost 
three score were injured in the de- 
struction by fire of Che Acme Packet 
company's excursion steamer J. S., 
between Victory and Genoa, 24 miles 
south of LaCrosse, on the Mississippi 
river, late last night. 


Fifty are estimated to have receiv- 


ed cuts and bruises of minor nature. 


The escope of all but a handful of 


the 1,500 passengers who thronged 
the decks of the big boat when fire 
broke out, is regarded as the greatest 
miracle In the annals of the upper 
Mississippi. Prompt work by the crew 
and by cool-headed pasengers in con- 
trolling the, frantic passengers, is all 
that prevented hundreds of people 
from jumping into the river in mid- 
stream. Mrs. Emma Randall of New 
Albion, la,, was the only one who 
broke through the guard on the edge 
of the decks, and 20 men had arms 
outstretched to grasp lier when she 
plunged into the water, Her body has 
not yet been recovered. 


John 'Plane was locked in the hold 


for disorderly conduct and in the ex- 
citement no one thought to release 
him. His body is undoubtedly in the 
river bottom with the steamer, which 
sank after burning to the water's 
edge.
